Maromandia is 35 miles south 
of Ambanja, northernmost of the 

British landings last week on the 
west coast of the island. 

The communique described ob- 
structed roads as the principal 
barrier to British penetration which, 
it said, has reached Andriba, about 
100 miles northwest of Tananarive, 
inland capital. 


DENIAL BY NAZIS 

The reports of the intended 
French capitulation were heard by 
British stations at captured Diego 
Suarez, Madagascar, and at Port 
Louis, Mauritius.

American Aircraft Carrier Sunk 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16. 
—(AP)—The navy announc- 
ed today that the United 
States aircraft carrier York- 
town had been sunk after the 
battle of Midway as a result 
of Japanese bombs and tor- 
pedo attacks. 

Loss of the 19,900-ton carrier, 
with very few casualties, had 
been a well-kept naval secret. 

The department said destruction 

of the ship apparently was not 
known to the enemy and that the 
knowledge was vitally linked to op- 
erations in progress in the South 
Pacific since early August. 

The Yorktown first was success- 
fully attacked by enemy aircraft

Yet half a block away a canteen 
may be serving roasts, vegetables 
and potatoes for a shilling. 

British people get two ounces of 
tea a week, and whatever coffee 
they want (as contrasted to Can- 
ada’s one ounce tea or four ounce 
coffee limit). The British sugar 
ration equals Canada’s of half a 
pound a week. Lord Woolton, Brit- 
ish food minister, has boosted the 
sweets (candies) ration to four 
ounces a week temporarily, because 
of retail stocks.

They Did the Job 


Figures which seem to be fairly com- 
plete show that the Canadian troops lost 
at Dieppe 3,367 men, killed, wounded and 
raissing. The known dead number 170, 
known wounded 633, and missing 2,437. 

As Canadians in the invasion force 
numbered about 30,000, casualties of 
something more than 19 per cent cannot 
be considered heavy for what undoubted- 
ly was a hard battle, though of limited 
proportions when measured against the 
titanic engagements on, other fronts. For- 
tunately, the number of known killed is 
relatively small, though some of the miss- 
ing may eventually have to be added. 

These figures confirm all that has 
been said about the strength of the de- 
fences which had to be attacked; and the 

‘tribute which the enemy has paid to the 
exemplary courage with which the Cana- 
dians fought. That three-quarters of the 
force were brought off safely in such cir- 
cumstances is proof of the masterly way 
in which the naval units co-operated in the 
daring enterprise.

The Louder Call 


No better news could come from the 
convention of the Canadian Congress of 
Labor, now being held in Ottawa, than 2 
report that the delegates had pledged 
their organization to a policy of no war- 
time strikes, 

There is ground to hope that such an 
announcement will be forthcoming. Presi- 
dent Mosher re-echoed the declaration of 
Labor Minister Mitchell that strikes 
should be outlawed for the duration. And 
Hon. Peter Heenan says both the federal 
and the Ontario Governments are making 
plans to protect the right of workers to 
organize and bargain collectively. 

Even without this amendment of exist- 
ing labor law there is no need of wartime 
strikes. Means have been provided 
whereby disputes can be investigated and 
settled without tieing up industries. If 
the suggested amendment is made there 
will be not even a shadow of an excuse for 
stopping work to argue a wage disagree- 
ment or a dispute about hours or factory 
conditions. 

If any civilians are well situated to 
know how unappeaSable is the demand for 
munitions, they are the men and women 
who work in the war plants, They see guns 
and tanks and planes and ships going out 
from these establishments as fast as they 
can be made, and yet they are being con- 
stantly urged to turn out more of them. 

This call from the men at the front 
for more and more tools with which to 
fight is a personal appeal to the munition- 
workers. Surely it must sound louder to 
them than the strike-call of an agitator. 
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The Navy Keeps Growing 


There are as many ships in Canada’s 
navy now as there were before the Rac- 
coon was sunk a week ago. Launching of 
another craft at an eastern port has re- 
stored the numerical strength. That il- 
lustrates the tempo which has _ been 
reached in the score of yards where com- 
bat vessels are built. We are building war- 
ships many times faster than we lose 
them, 

From these yards 200 of such ships 
have been turned out since the war began, 
besides a thousand motor boats and 
smaller units built in other plants. There 
are now 1,500 vessels, ranging from small 
craft to destroyers, under construction, 
Two of-the latter are building, of the 
large modern type. The cost of the naval 
and merchant-ship program has reached 
$750,000,000, and 40,000 workmen are em- 
ployed in the building yards. 

This has been called a machine war 
and an air war. It is no less a sea war on 
the part of the United Nations, for with- 
out ocean carriers and warships to pro- 
tect them we could not move men and sup- 
plies to the arenas where the fighting is 
going on. This Dominion, with all its man- 
power and resources, would be a helpless 
and useless partner in the struggle with- 
out an adequate number of merchant 
ships and war vessels. 

Canada has done and is doing a good 
job in supplying both the carriers and 
their protectors, a job that will have to 
go on, at whatever cost, until the Axis 
is destroyed and its submarines no longer 
prowl along the waterways.

been exerting itself sufficiently in raising 
armed forces and turning out munitions. 
The publicity men stationed at the Wash- 
ington and London offices should be able 
to counter this propaganda. 

The board, it is to be supposed and 
hoped, will be even more active in keeping 
Canadians themselves posted on the pro- 
gress of the war effort. This also is nec- 
essary, because Canada is a big country, 
in a large part of which people have little 
visible evidence of the magnitude of the 
production program and only a hazy no- 
tion of the size of our fighting forces. 

There has been a steady stream of 
pamphlets and leaflets from the publicity 
department at Ottawa giving facts and 
figures in respect to both branches of the 
war effort, and by broadcast and news- 
paper interview the Ministers have help- 
ed to spread information. But this home 
information service must he kept going 
actively for two reasons. People forget; 
and the figures given out a week ago are 
now out-dated. 

Now that the board has taken on the 
job, it should speed up rather ‘than 
slacken the home publicity campaign.

Theoretically, there is no doubt 
about it. There is doubtless a tre- 
mendous loss in energy and effi- 
ciency and time without some one 
exalted individual to render final 
decisions and take final respons- 
ibility for all-allied strategy. 

That, indeed, is Hitler’s greatest 
advantage in this war—the unity of 
a single high command, which re- 
sults in the perfect co-operation of 
all his forces and the perfect co- 
ordination of his entire fighting 
machine,

land of plenty and the home of 
mass education, the homemakers 
are not making the most of their 
opportunities. 

For no matter how you look at 
it, health begins at home. An 
atmosphere of peace, and a pantry 
stocked with nutrition will protect 
your family against future doctor 
bills—and will help build up the 
nation’s health. 

Recently a survey of workers in 
an airplane plant was made to 
find out whether the workers there 
were getting the right kind of food.

The one conclusive fact that

So far from fighting for one com- 
|mon end, no nation among us has 
yet defined very clearly any end 
}at all—with the exception of the 
negative purpose of ridding the 
world of the menace of Hitler. 

It might be said that the dis- 
unity of ous purpose in this war, 
or, rather, the failure of a unifying 
| purpose to appear during the first 
|three years of the struggle, need 
not corrupt the usefulness of a 
military dictatorship since we pos- 
sess the one mutual passion for 
| destroying totalitarianism. 

That is not true. Men’ fight for 
| positive purposes, not for negative 
| purposes. And men will only sub- 
|mit themselves to a control that 
lies outside their normal national 
{and social experience when the 
reward is so clear and desirable 
that it cannot be resisted. 

No such reward, in an inter- 
national way, has yet appeared, 
Our social gains, dependent upon 
the outcome of the war, are not yet 

|clear-cut and definite enough to 
cause anyone to forget the more 
imperative and_ easily-conceived 
| demands of nationalism. 
A military dictator, no matter 
}how much such an_ institution 
| would increase our fighting effi- 
|ciency, is impossible until we can 
get together more positively on 
what constitutes our common social 
objectives on this war.

If the British were not holding fast 
in Egypt, Syria and the Eastern 
Mediterranean, Turkey might be 
in the war on the Nazi side against 
| Russia or compelled to accept an 
appeasement role.
